He says that the city's de- 
m a n d has caused this result in the hay 
crop. 


The automobile trucks which have 
taken the place of many horses is ben- 
efitting agricultural condtions, 
stated 
the Purdue man. 
He said that clover 
hay was a better feed for city horses 
than timothy, 
and 
consequently 
the 
farmers are 
raising 
those 
products 
which will have an easy market. 


Timothy hay, according to the ex- 
pert, Is detrimental to the soil while 
cloves rebuilds the soil and makes it 
more productive. 
For this reason he 
states that the 
auto 
business 
is 
a 
benefit to the conditions in the coun- 
try. 


In speaking of the outlook of the 
crops for 1917, Mr. 
Coleman 
stated 
that oats at the present time gave ap- 
pearance of a bumper crop. 
He said 
he did not remember the time when 
oats looked better. 


While traveling through the south- 
ern part of the state the latter part of 
last week, Mr. Coleman 
saw 
much 
wheat being cut. 
The crop 
will 
be 
good. 
He told of one county 
where 
there was nearly 10,000 less acres of 
wheat, but that expectations were that 
the number of bushels would be just 
as large as in former years. 


The corn crop in most parts of the 
state has already acquired 
a 
height 
eighteen to thirty inches. Mr. Coleman 
stated. 
He regards this as an excep- 
tional height for this time of the year. 
The corn fields in nearly all .«ections of 
the county are in need of cultivation 
as the recent numerous rains, followed 
by warm

have

hard crust, on the surface of all

Zlochoff, towards which the Russians

of Lemberg and slightly moz-e than 
thirty-five miles distant from it.

Tarnopol to Krasne, at which

berg railway line.

RAItROAD NEWS 


TO

Pennsy and Nickel Plate Tell! 
How it Can Be Ac- 
tjomplished. 


Plans which are novir being worked 
out in final detail, and will shortly be 
put into actual operation, t^ll effect a 
complete change in the methods of re- 
ceiving, loading and forwarding less 
than carload freight, of all descrip- 
tions, upon all portions of the Penn- 
sylvania railroad lines ea«t of Pitts- 
burg. 


The new arrangements will consti- 
tute probably the most far-reaching 
improvement that has ever been at- 
tempted, on a large scale, in freight 
transportation practices. 
The present 
custom of receiving less than carload 
freight indiscriminately, at all stations, 
at any time of the day, for all desti- 
nations, which has been followed since 
the early days of railroading, will be 
abolished. 
In its place there will be 
substituted a carefully devised 
plan 
whereby the acceptance and loading of 
freight, in less than carload lots, will 
be conducted according to a regularly 
established system, and such freight 
will be automatically concentrated into 
full loads at the point of shipment. 


The two most inipor-tant features of 
the new plan for handling less than 
carload freight are: 
The inauguration 
of 
shipping 
days—or 
substantially 
"sailing dates"—on which cars will de- 
part from various points of origin to 
specified destinations; freight will be 
accepted on the proper shipping days, 
only, and the cars will "sail" as spec- 
ified. 


The designation of particular sta- 
tions at which freight will be exclus- 
ively received for specified 
destina- 
tions; freight for such points will be 
accepted at the stations named only. 


Purposes of Plan. 


The purposes of the new method are 
the elimination of the delay incident 
to the rehandling of freight under the 
present methods; the conservation of 
car supply by effecting better average 
loading; a reduction in the number of 
car and train movements required to 
transport a given volume of freight, 
and an improvement in the regularity 
of the freight service by systematizing 
and simplifying operation. 


Under the present method of hand- 
ling less than carload freight, a ship- 
per having a small consignment 
to 
transport from City "A" to City "B" 
can take his goods to any freight sta- 
tion in City "A" at any time during the 
ordinary working hours. 
In the course 
of the day. or perhaps the next two or 
three day.s, the freight will be loaded 
into a car and run out to a transfer 
station, which may be a few miles or 
more than one hundred miles distant. 
There it will be unloaded and trucked 
into another car, in which numerous 
small shipments, 
from many 
other 
points, for City "B" are being consol- 
idated in the effort to make up a full 
car. 


Under the proposed plan, there will 
be certain days on which less than car- 
load freight for City "B" will be ac- 
cepted at one or more specified stations 
in City "A," and such freight will be 
accepted only on the days, and at the 
particular station, or stations, named. 
On the days specified, a car for City 
"B" will leave the originating station 
or stations. 
The service will be daily, 
tri-weekly, semi-weekly or weekly ac- 
cording to the average volume of the 
traffic, and freight far City "B" will be 
taken only in such cars. 
Under this 
method there will be no subsequent 
transferring 
or 
ro-handling 
of 
the 
freight, and the car will move straight 
through to City "B" without breaking 
bulk. 


Effccts of tlie Plan. 


One important reswlt which the plan 
is expected to bring about will be a 
reduction in loss and damage to freight, 
owing to the greater promptness with 
which it will be loaded and dispatched. 


The simplification of railroad opera- 
tion, as ivell as the elimination of re- 
handling of less than carload freight 
at transfer stations, will also diminish 
the amount of freight going astray. 


The propo.sed plan is being worked 
out on scientific lines. 
A most careful 
and elaborate study has been made of 
the movement of less than 
carload 
freight to and from stations. 


A conservative estimate shows that 
the adoption gf the proposed plan will 
result in the saving of at least 1,000 
box cars per day in the handling of 
less than carload freight on the lines 
east of Pittsburg and Erie. 


Fort Wayne is a transfer station for 
freight moving over the line and some- 
thing like 125 men are constantly em- 
ployed in handling the business. 


Nickel Plate Makes Statement. 


The Nickel Plate has issued to its 
freight agents a circular bearing upon 
this question also. 
In it E. W. Mitch- 
ner, superintendent of transportation, 
makes the assertion that by loading 
and unloading cars promptly and by 
loading them to their maximum ton- 
nage or space capacity would be equiv- 
alent to adding 200,000 cars to the 
equipment of the country. 
Mr. Mitch- 
ner urges the company's agents 
to 
endeavor to lay this matter before the 
shippers in the proper light, believing 
that they will co-operate, and in so 
doing, render a great service to the 
whole country. 
"Hundreds of thou- 
sands of cars will be required to move 
freight for military uses," says Mr. 
Mitchner, "and the necessities of life 
must be supplied to the civilian popu- 
lation at home," he continued.

Attack of German Submarines on the 
Pershing Expedition to France 
Was Completely Foiled. 


S i n G OF ONE OR HORE IS CUIMED 


Washington, July 4.—^An air of satisfaction today pervaded ad- 
ministration circles over the safe arrival of the first American over- 
seas expedition after a voyage in which submarine attacks were twice 
repelled with the loss of one of the undersea raiders. The forces land- 
ed intact at a P>ench port without the loss of a man, ship or animal. 
The first encounter, on the night 


of June 22, was a complete victory 
for the 
convoying 
destroyers, 
whose accurate gunfire directed 
on the enemy craft, as revealed 
by the roving rays of the search- 
lights, speedily routed the attack- 
ing force. 


American gunnery told effectively 
in the second skirmish a few days 
j later. 
A protecting screen of destroy- 
ers thrown around the transports held 
the raiders at a safe di.stance while 
i the presence of oil and wreckage on 
the surface of the sea after the battle 
indicated the de.struction of one and 
probably more of the undersea ves- 
sels. 


Both attacks were made far out on 
the Atlantic 
beyond the 
ordinary 
range of submarine activities. 
This Is 
taken to indicate that the German ad- 
mii-alty had been furnished with in- 
formation regarding the precise route 
to be taken 
by the American con- 
tingent. 
Every effort is being made to 
run down the spies who are believed 
to have furnished this information to 
the enemy.

Gorgas, and both officials enthusiasti- 
cally approve his plan. 
It is left to 
congress to pass upon it. 


According to Dr. Quayle, it wodld

Dr. Quayle's plan would get a f t e r 
the shirkers especially and force them 
into proper physic^, shape, put them 
into service and m a k e the country- 
safe f r o m parasitic inñuence. 


"A thoroughly trained medical m a n 
could p u t 90 per cent of these re- 
jections in condition to pass the ex- 
amination 
in

months," says Dr. Quayle.

T h e article as pre- 
pared by him follows: 


A marine's 
training consists of 
many 
duties and drills. 
F o r in- 
stance when a mai;ine arrives for 
training we are shown to our quar- 
ters in the quarantine camp. In this 
c a m p the recruits stay until 
they 
are examined 
by the doctor and 
sworn in. 


After we a r e sworn in we a r e given 
uniforms and start on our tour of 
training. 
First we a r e given our 
rules and equipment, which consists 
of toilet articles, pails, canteens, etc. 
Then we are taught how to use them, 
and keep them in regulation style. 


Everything a marine Is given must 
be kept in regulation style while he 
is a recruit. 
This is to train him to 
keep things the same way when he 
graduates from the recruits. 


After we leave the quarantine 
camp, we are sent to the next camp, 
called t h e maneuvering grounds. At 
the maneuvering 
grounds we a r e 
taught the first steps in drilling, for 
instance, how to 
keep step, a n d 
squads 
right 
and 
left. 
This is 
very strenuous work f o r a recruit, 
and it takes quite a time to get us 
used to it. 


Next we are taught the manual of 
arms, 
which 
is somewhat 
easier 
for us. 


A recruit dines out of his own 
mess gear while in the quarantine 
c a m p 
and maneuvering 
grounds. 


His mess gear consists of an alumi- 
n u m pan, one knife, fork, and spoon. 
After each "chow" he is compelled 
to wash 
his own ^ e a r and put it 
awav in regulation style. 


We generally stay in the maneu- 
vering grounds about two or three 
weeks, then we are sent to t h e main 
barracks where the training is much*^ 
easier. 


In the first place we get our meals 
in a large mess hall, where thei-e a r e 
four men detailed from each com- 
pany to wait on and take care of the 
tables. 


Next we have a large swimming 
pool, moving pictures and a number 
of pool tables at our disposal. The 
moving pictures are shown in the 
gymnasium under t h e direction of 
our physical instructor. 
There is 
also quite 
a 
little 
marine talent 
shown, for instance, boxing, singing, 
and there a r e a number of boys who 
play string instruments 
for our 
amusement. ^ 


The work is hard bqt interesting 
and most of us enjoy it. Any m a n 
who does his share is bound to suc- 
ceed in t h e marine corps. 


There is no limit of opportunities 
to become "non-coms." 


The men are drilled by the best 
and oldest "non-coms" in the ser- 
vice and they turn out wonderful 
companies. 


After the men finish their drilling, 
we are sent to the rifle range, where 
we are taught how to shoot. At this 
range we are taught how to hold our 
rifie and the different positions to 
shoot from. 
There is a coach to 


every two men who shoot, a n d this 
coach 
guides us all through th® 
shooting. 


A man has any number of oppor- 
tunities to qualify for the following: 
Marksman, sharpshooter or expert 
rifleman. 
Marksman pays two dol- 
lars extra a month; 
sharpshooter, 
three dollars, and expert rifleman, 
five dollars. 
About seventy-five p e r 
cent of each company qualify f o r 
one of these medals. 
This makes it 
easy for a private to m a k e 
extra 
money. 


After we finish our range work, 
we are classed as a trained marine, 
and we are no longer i-ecruits. 


After we have graduated f r o m a 
recruit, we are given the privilege 
of asking for a furlough f o r t h e 
length of seventy-two hours. 
While 
we are recruitF, there is no liberty 
whatsoever given us. 


As I formally claimed Fort Wayne 
as my home, I was glad to meet 
Herbert 
H. 
Siemag, 
w h o 
also 
claimed Fort Wayne as his f o r m e r 
home. 
Sieman is well liked by all 
of us and hopes Fort Wayne will do 
her share as -she always has in t h e 
past. He is always glad to meet a n y

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THE EAST ST. LOUIS LADIES. 


In "whatever glory was won by the white 
'mobs of East St. Louis the women share 
about equally with the men. In their display 
,»<of spirit and exhibition of frenzy, in their 
iruthlessness and savagery, the ladies gave 
ample proof that their fellow mobbists, the 
»men, had "nothing on them.'' Their short- 
comings in performance of the high tasks in 
land were of the arm and not the heart and 
that respect they showed themselves ob- 
^^ged ta yield little to the superiority of the 
Inales. 


Here is a small detail of the general pic- 
,ture as drawn by a writer for the Associated 
IPress that shows the women of East St. Louis 


the pristine charm of native savagery: 
Another of the innumerable brutal in- 
cidents of the night was the attack on a 
young negress. 
White men and 
women 
were among the assailants. 


"Let the women have her," was the cry 
among the men and 
white women, 
be- 
gan tearing the garments from their vic- 
time. 
The negress' cry of "Please, please, 
I ain't done nothing," was stopped by a 
blow in the mouth with a club which 
a 
woman swung like a baseball bat. 
An- 
other white woman 
seized 
the 
victim's 
hands and the blow was repeated. 
Fingers 
tore at her hair and her waist was stripped 
from her. 


"Now, let's see how fast she can run," 
suggested a bystander, as the negress broke 
loose. 
The women were loathe to leave 
her alone, but after following her 
with 
their blows for 
a 
short 
distance 
they 
stopped and 
she ran 
crying down 
the 
street. 


The women next tried to get an aged 
ii ' 
negress who was guarded by three milltia- 
" 
men. 
One of the women wrestled with the 
soldier for his rifle and others succeeded 
in getting in a few blows. 


The narrative of events in East St. Louis 
during the twenty-four hours that the mobs 
held sway are rich in incidents of which the 
foregoing is a proximate average. All over 
the mob-ridden city the white women did their 
bit with courage and energy. To the splendor 
of that effulgent chapter of American lawless- 
ness the women contributed all that could 
have been expected. It was a charming in- 
stance of poetic discrimination, reflecting no 
credit less upon the gallantry of the male mob- 
bists than upon the intrepidity of the female 
mobbists, that women victims of the uprising 
were left, where practicable, to be dealt with 
by women. And the white ladies of East St. 
Louis rose gloriously to the occasion. Upon 
the heroic scenes of that triumphal hour they 
shed a lustre of imperishable renown and 
when History comes to emblazen the heroes 
of that imperial day she will wield no re- 
luctant pen to emblazen also the heroines. 
There was glory enough for all. 


The lady bobcats of East St. Louis proved 
their mettle in many .a glorious melee. Per- 
haps it is a pity that the saloons had been 
closed, else they might have gone farther and 
disclosed unconceived talent for savage cruel-

Just how many men have been successfully 
and safely landed in France is not stated, but 
it is probable that some twenty-five thousand 
are there, since it is announced officially that 
all of the first expedition is now ashore in Eu- 
rope, including animals and supplies. That so 
much should have been done without the in- 
tervention of a single unfortunate incident, 
without casualty and so utterly without con- 
fusion, disorder or delay as that the people of 
this country were in ignorance that an expe- 
dition had been embarked until they got news 


is something in 
which there may be a great and reasonable 
pride. 


Notwithstanding a deal of criticism of the 
war and navy departments—and not all of it 
without reason—these two branches of the 
government have displayed initiative, energy 
and efficiency in the organization and dispatch 
of the first expedition to France that furnishes 
a most happy and impressive augury for the 
conduct of America's part in the war. We 
mean nothing invidious in saying that the suc- 
cess of this expedition stands in sharp relief 
against the history of the American expedi- 
tions to Cuba nineteen years ago. The ignom- 
inious failures of that day have not been for- 
gotten nor have the lessons of them gone un- 
conned. 


It is fine news for the Fourth of July that 
our first important military essays in this 
great war have been accomplished with high 
success and without loss of man or ship under 
circumstances as perilous as could be imag- 
ined. 


IT MAKES TALK CHEAP. 


GOOD NEWS FOR THIS DAY. 


It fits well to the spirit and occasion of this 
iday that the government is able to announce 
the complete success of the first military ex- 
pedition to France. 


Not a man or an animal was lost. Not a 
pound of supplies was destroyed or damaged. 
Not a keel was injured. Through the murder 
zones of Prussian autocracy the navy and the 
army sped their ships and their men, their 
horses and their stores and, arrived safely in 
port, everybody and everything checks up as 
there." 
This achievement cannot be cheapened. It 
was no fault of German vigilance or German 
good intend toward the expedition. It would 
have been something to the credit of the 
.U-boats and something certainly of great 
Value to the German morale to have sunk an 
-American transport with two or three thou- 
sand troops. That there was no want of pur- 
pose in the Prussian war plans to accomplish 
such a stroke is furnished proof in the report 
^hat submarine attacks were launched against 
the expedition. It is a satisfactory detail of 
kkis that the American destroyers convoying 


It is better than a half century since Fourth 
of July oratory faced such emergence of 
events as to put the old afflatus of the day in 
painful straits. Spread-eagleism won't "get 
over" on this one hundred and forty-first an- 
niversary of the nation's birth. Our men in 
France, our men in the training camps, our 
men aw^-iting the fateful dictum of the con- 
script, our women in the Red Cross—our con- 
secrated people everywhere—on this day make 
talk cheap. 


This is the day of service, the hour of de- 
votion, the moment of decision. It has ceased 
to be the inherited glory of the deeds our fa- 
thers did in the ''days that tried men's souls.'' 
The rather is it the time of what we ourselves 
shall do in these present days of the soul's 
trial. The deeds of the fathers will take care 
of themselves perpetually. The fruits of those 
deeds are our supreme heritage and their per- 
petuity is with us. Today we face the great 
crisis, stand under the decisive test. The 
democracy born on this July day seven score 
and one years ago was submitted above a half 
century since to the first great test of its ex- 
istence. Then it was to determine if among 
ourselves we harbored a lie in cherishing the 
declaration that we held to be self-evident the 
truth that all men are created free and equal. 
In four years of fratricidal strife we settled it 
that the keystone principle of our arch was 
not a fraudulency, and that we were no longer 
ourselves to be hyporcites respecting it. Now 
not only our democracy but all democracy is 
challenged, threatened and assailed. We are 
in arms and moving to battle to try how it 
shall henceforth be with democracy here and 
all places else. 


If there was anything worth fighting for, 
worth achieving, worth a single sacrifice of a 
solitary man on the dear-bought fields of the 
Eevolution, or worth preserving at still great- 
er cost on still dearer fields of the stupendous 
conflict of the states, it is worth all that we 
now can put in to turn the scale to democracy 
in this crisis wherein a world's liberties are 
frankly and audaciously 
assailed. In a 
sacred jointure of blood the free nations of 
the earth are today shoulder to shoulder in 
the greatest war of all history for the greatest 
cause that ever has challenged the devotion 
and valor of men. 


So, while orators today may here and there 
take text from ancient glory of deeds and seek 
inspiration in the valor of the brave now long 
gathered home, the mass of the people will be 
looking about upon the work of going into the 
greatest of all our conflicts for the most prec- 
ious of all our possessions. Talk today seems 
cheap and is cheap unless, as Colonel Roose- 
velt so stubbornly yet so truthfully insists, it 
is translated into deeds. We cannot all go 
to the firing line, but there is for everybody a 
service of some sort and of vital moment. 
Duty has neither times nor seasons, but the 
Fourth of July is, nevertheless, a good day in 
which to take your consecrations to your 
country's service.

The submarine warfare has reached 
stage which will probably lead to a 
complete 
change 
of 
tactics. 
The 
change of method will probably be as 
revolutionary as the change In land 
warfare which followed the battle of 
the Marne, when the war of maneuvers 
was superseded 
by the war 
of the 
trenches. 


On land the airplane and the ma- 
chine gun have relegated the tactics 
which man has used on land since he 
'first began to make war. 


But the British admiralty has fol- 
lowed the same ideas In fighting the 
submarine ^hich have been followed 
by all the victorious maritime powers 
of history. 
It is the simple offensive. 
"Find the enemy and fight him." 


The method is In thorough accord 
with the traditions of the British navy 
and the national anthem, 
"Britania 
Rules the Waves." Until very recently 
it was fairly successful. 
There was 
never any trouble about the "fight" 
end of the plan. But "find the enemy" 
has proved the almost insoluble prob- 
lem. 


Reduced to tactics, there are four 
methods of fighting the submarine: 


1. The Offensive—Hunting for sub- 
marines with destroyers and patrols, 
covering 
the 
sea 
with 
submarine 
chasers, dragging the sea with nets, 
scouring the air with aeros. 


2. 
The Defensive—Dropping 
the 
idea of exterminating the submarines 
by bottling up the German coast with 
nets, mines and bomb-carrying cables. 


3. 
The Sea Trench 
Method—^Im- 
prisonment 
of the 
submarines by 
bottling up the 
German coast with 
nets, mines and bomb-carrying cables. 


4. 
An Attack on the Bases—"Dig- 
ging the rats out of their holes." 


To date, the war against the sub- 
marine has followed the simple of- 
fensive. 
It was fairly successful so 
long as the submarine had a limited 
cruising radius and had to keep close 
to the shores of Britain. 
By cover- 
ing the North sea and the channel with 
patrol boats and dragging them with 
nets, the British practically drove the 
smaller submarines from the narrow 
seas. 


The Germans countered with 350 
foot submarines that could cruise out 
In the Atlantic. 


The admiralty is up against a mathe- 
matical 
impossibility. 
The further 
out It extends the patrol, the bigger 
grows the ratio of patrols to sub- 
marines. 


Assuming that one patrol boat can 
cover twenty square miles of sea, it 
would require four 
times as many 
patrol boats to cover the sea 200 miles 
off shore as it would take to protect 
the sea for 100 miles out, while only 
twice the number of submarines would 
be required to blockade the circum- 
ference of the patrolled area 200 miles 
out as would 
be required 
for the 
smaller circle. 


Extending the limit 
to 400 miles 
would require sixteen times the num- 
ber of patrols to combat four times 
the original number of submarines. 


The only solution of this problem, 
In the opinion of many naval men, is 
for the British navy and its allies to 
change its tactics and devote its ener- 
gies to convoying and protecting mer- 
chant shipping. 


Ships must wait until all the convoy 
Is loaded, sail at the same speed, and 
make the same ports. 
The number of 
trips per ship will be cut down. 
The 
docking facilities of the ports will have 
to 
be enlarged. 
The quantity 
of 


freight which can be delivered will be 
lowered perhaps 50 per cent. 


This tremendous traffic problem has 
prevented the adoption of the convoy 
system up to this time. 


But that way safety lies, according 
to experts who have the facts. 


The convoy and the patrolled sea 
lane will cut down losses to a neg- 
ligible amount. 


Especially is this the case in fair 
weather, when airplanes can be carried 
along on mother ships to scour the 
surrounding waters 
for submarines. 
Naval airmen say that the submarine 
will never come to the surface when 
an airplane is about in fair weather. 
In rough weather the submarine suf- 
fers 
terrible 
handicaps 
of 
limited 
vision and torpedo range, which offset 
the impossibility of using airplanes. 


To the convoy system it must come, 
unless the third or fourth methods of 
fighting the submarine can succeed. 


From the 
beginning of 
the war 
Britain has tried to wall the subma- 
rines in with mines, but as long as 
Holland, Denmark and Norway remain 
neutral this plan cannot succeed, for 
the submarines are believed to escape 
through "neutral" waters in which the 
allies cannot lay mines. 


A plan is being considered by the 
United States navy to build a huge 
"wire fence" in the North sea from 
Scotland to Norway, and to close the 
Strait of Dover with a similar fence. 


This would be a huge net, 200 feet 
deep, loaded with contact bombs at 
every intersection, held in place by 
steamers stationed every few miles and 
also held up by buoys. 


Improvements in submarines 
and 
anti-submarine devices are adopted. 


At present the submarine is ahead 
in the race,'not because there are no 
weapons to fight it, but because of the 
tactical difficulties of catching it. 


That is why it is believed the next 
step in the submarine war will be a 
change of tactics.

While the law prohibits giving in- 
toxicating liquor to a man in uniform, 
there Is no guarantee when our sol- 
diers go abroad to fight In the trenches 
the same prohibitory law will be en- 
forced.

In Europe.

Planning Meals for 
a Week Ahead Saves

Many 
a 
housewife 
prepares 
her 
meals by inspiration rather than by 
careful planning to get the best out of 
the least. 


A 
week's 
program 
of 
carefully 
planned breakfasts, lunches and din- 
ners should be so arranged as to make 
for a healthier family as well as a sav- 
ing in the food budget. The problem is 
complex, for not only must the house- 
wife consider her own purse and the 
local market, but the size of the family, 
their ages, occupations, health, Indi- 
vidual tastes, national customs and 
even religious views. 


The purse, of course, is the greatest 
factor. 
To keep the budget low, sub- 
stitutes should be used for meats, egg.-i, 
fruits and vegetables except in mid- 
season. 
The cheaper meat substitutes 
may 
appear 
In 
limited 
quantities, 
cheaper fats may replace butter, and 
milk, bread and cereals may furnish 
the main foods. 


The housewife should consider these 
substitutes in making her formulas 
for the week. 
The usual breakfast 
in its simplest form consists of fruit, 
bread and butter and a beverage. 
A 
cereal is added in many cases. 
Instead 
of the fruit, a fruit preserve may be 
served. 


Dinner, the heaviest 
meal 
of 
the 
day, which may come at noon or even- 
ing, according to the conveniences of 
the family, comprises meat or a meat 
substitute, a starchy vegetable, a green 
salad, bread and butter and dessert. 


Planning for a week ahead gives 
the housewife a chance to buy more 
advantageously and more economically 
and a chance to use the leftovers. Each 
meal should be planned with relation 
to the one preceding and the one fol- 
lowing. 


Prepare foods in largef 
quantities 
for more than 
one 
meal, especially 
those requoring long cooking. 
Sauces, 
prunes, cranberries, rhubax-b and other 
side dishes can easily be prepared at 
the beginning of the week for all seven 
days.

Charity and kindness must run to 
meet the tragedies of war. 
We cannot 
afford to wait until they are upon us. 
I do not like to remind all who come 
to see me asking for national service 
under the Red Cross of this. 
There- 
are thousands of simple tasks, but to 
some this message must go in time 
for preparation. 


War does not alone kill the young 
men of the land. 
It leaves freat num- 
bers blind and broken. 
For these there 
must be some salvage and expert guid- 
ance back into the semblance of nor- 
mal usefulness. 


Few of the mutilations of war are 
without their counterparts in peace— 
blindness, 
crippled 
and 
amputated 
limbs, 
deafness. 
The 
nation 
that 
served the unfortunates of peace best 
will have the largest stock of science 
to meet the wreckage of war. 
It is In 
the blind asylums of peace time that 
Winifred Holts first do their work; 
In the homes for crippled 
children 
that the fine experiments with crippled 
limbs are working out. The work that 
Will begin six months from now is a 
strangely 
beautiful 
combination 
of 
nursing and teaching. 


"The heaviest burden on the blind," 
Helen Kellar said once, "is not blind- 
'ness but idleness, and they can be re- 
lieved of this great burden. 
Give the 
blind man the help that shall secure 
him comfort or partial independence." 


. 
The French soldiers blinded in bat- 
tle, have found teachers who have of- 
fered themselves in war service and 
bMU willing to teach the finger« of 


these men to see a way to new trades 
and professions. 
Blind weavers, sten- 
ographers, potters have found a chance 
to work at these new trades. 


If we are to be ready for these men, 
so ready that they do not have to suffer 
needles.s periods of disheartment while 
we fumble over plans, we must begin 
at once to systematize our institutions 
and enlist oui* teachers for this service. 
We must find willing and patient vol- 
unteers who will 
begin 
to study at 
once how to meet the needs of these 
men, and we must find money to com- 
mandeer the best institutional 
care 
that the nation has developed. 
Those 
who choo.se this service should com- 
municate with the department of civil- 
ian relief, or the American Red Cross, 
Washington, D. C. 


"Suppose," that is sometimes what 
I want to say to women, though I 
know that it is a cruel demand upon 
the imagination—"suppose it should 
turn out to be your William, today 
so strong and with so fine a career in 
engineering before him, whose sacrifice 
should come in the way of eyes that 
shall never see again.

Dried vegetables take up one-te*th 
the space required for storing the wet 
or fresh vegetables. A woman who can 
not find a cupboard for cnaned goods 
can keep a stock of dried vegetables 
and fruits on a shelf. 


Of an onion, 87.6 per cent is water 
without nutrient; of a parsnip, 83 per 
cent; of a potato, 78.3; of a tomato, 
94.3 per cent; beets are 87 per cent 
water and cabbage are 91.5 per cent 
water. 


Dehydrated 
or 
dried 
vegetables 
shrink in bulk in an astonishing way, 
which makes them easy to pack in a 
small space. 
The water must be re- 
stored by soaking before the vege- 
tables are cooked. 


WATCH FOR INSECTS BEFORE 
PUTTING DRIEG) FOODS AWAY. 


Insects are the chief foes of dried 
vegetables and fruits. 
They are more 
likely to get into the fruit during the 
process of drying than afterwards, is 
the warning of one of Uncle Sam's 
cooking experts. 


Moths deposit their eggs on fruit 
generally at dusk or after dark. 
It 
takes from three to ten days for the 
eggs to hatch into grug-ilUce eater-

smouldering debris where fires con- 
sumed scores 
of negro 
shacks and 
houses last night run into the hun- 
dreds. 


The city was quiet, this morning. 
Saloons were still closed. 
Sleepy-eyed 
guardsmen with marks of fire fighting 
still on 
their khaki 
patrolled the 
streets 
and guarded 
bridges and 
saloon doors. 
Otherwise the city ap- 
peared normal. 
There were 
broken 
windows here and there, other wreck- 
age and the breeze carried the acrid 
smell of water-soaked embers. 


Negroes driven from their 
homes 
huddled here 
and there, 
seemingly 
anxious to keep out of sight. 
Five 
hundred of them, men. women and 
children, spent the night at the city 
jail. 
Two men were still asleep in one 
bath tub when the sun rose, and an- 
other was slumbering noisily, his chin 
on his chest, but otherwise bolt up- 
right on a garbage can. The .floors 
were packed with disheveled refugees. 


Bits of clothing taken from dead 
negroes were shown today by souvenir 
hunters. 


A Brutal Incident. 


One brutal incident of the night was 
related today. 
On Fourth street, near 
Broadway, three men saw a negro, ap- 
parently dead, lying in a gutter. One 
flashed 
a pocket light in his face and 
saw that he still breathed. 


"Well, what do you 
know 
about 
that?" he exclaimed, "not dead yet." 
He and one of his companions drew 
their pistols and fired a bullet into 
the negro's head. 


Policemen today tried to prevent the 
taking of photographs of 
fire 
ruins 
and black 
bodies still lying in the 
streets. 
"It's the chief's order«," «aid 
one blue coat. 
"Bast St. Louis doesn't 
want that kind of advortliinf." 


The causes deeply underlying the 
disturbances are said to be of interest 
to many other northern communities 
where negro labor hag been brought 
in to replace men 
enlisted 
In the 
armed forces of the United States or 
who have been tempted to other sec- 
tions by high wages paid in munitions 
factories. 


Too Many Negroes. 


In East St. Louis with a population 
of about 84,000 there was already a 
large negro colony, and the war in- 
flux 
increased the proportion to an 
extent which caused much comment. 


Unrest among the whites smoulder- 
ed and even flamed up 
last May, 
when in a small riot three 
negroes 
were shot and wounded and a num- 
ber beaten. 


An incident of the night indicated 
the temper of the mobs. 
One crowd 
went 
about 
the 
street 
shouting 
against the mayor. 
"Let's get Moll- 
man," they shouted. 
"He's the man 
that brought 'em in." 


The cry was raised bocause of a false 
rumor that Mayor Mollman went south 
and advertised that negro labor would 
be well paid in East St. Louis. 
As a 
matter of fact the mayor visited New 
Orleans and conferred with railroad heads 
and others to discourage the negroes 
from coming. 


Another of the innumerable bratal in- 
cidents of the night was the attack on a 
young negress. 
AVhite men and women 
were among the assailants. 


Acts of Pure Savagery. 


"Let the women have-her," was the cry 
among the men, and white women began 
tearing the garments from their victim. 
The negress' cry of "Please, please, 1 ain't 
done nothing," was stopped by a blow 
in the mouth with a club which a woman 
svning like a baseball bat. Another white 
woman seized the victim's hands and the 
blow was repeated. 
Fingers tore at her 
hair and her waist was stripped from 
her. 


"Now, let's see how fast she can run," 
suggested a bystander, us the negress 
broke loo.se. The women were loatJie to 
leaA'e her alone, but after following lier 
with their blows for a short distance 
they stopped and she ran crying down 
the street. 


The women next tried to get an aged 
negi'ess who was guarded by three mili- 
tiamen. 
One of the women 
wrestled 
with the soldier for his rifle and others 
succeedod in getting in a few blows. 


Three 
hundred 
and ten 
dwellings, 
mostly negro shacks, valued at $300,000, 
were destroyed by fire in the rioting last 
niglit, according to a statement made to- 
day by Fire Chief M. J. Tobin. 


Burning of negro homes began last 
night before darkness and the mobs went 
from sertion to soction setting fires. As 
the negroes ran from their cottages, riot- 
ers fired at thein, and many fell back 
into the ttamos and it is believed that a 
number were burned to death. 


White Women and Girls Iliot. 


Not 
only 
white 
men, but white 
women and girls composed the mobs 
which set upon the negroes and in 
several cases beat them to death with 
clubs. 
White v/omen and girls at- 
tacked colored women on the streets 
and in the street cars, pulled 
their 
hair out, tore off their clothes and 
beat them with all sorts of weapons. 


The rioting last night was the cul- 
mination of a series of disturbances 
which began with the killing of a po- 
lice officer and the wounding of three 
policemen and two 
civilians 
early 
Monday morning. 


All saloons have been closed for an 
indefinite period. 


The fires were set by the mobs dur- 
ing the night, in five districts of the 
city 
where 
negroes 
lived, 
besides 
burning nearly two hundred 
negro 
cottages, destroyed more 
than 
one 
hundred loaded freight cars belong- 
ing to the Southern railway, valued 
at half a million dollars. 


The Broadway theater 
valued 
at 
more than $100,000, also was burn- 
ed. 
Although the fires burned for 
several hours they were brought un- 
der control before daylight. 


Small Army of Giuirds. 


Eleven companies of 
the 
Illinois 
National 
Guard, 
numbering 
about 
1,500 men, patrolled the .streets to- 
day with orders to prevent any loiter- 
ing at corners and any assembly of 
people on the streets. 
Adjutant Gen- 
eral Frank Dickson of Illinois, who 
arrived late last night, said that the 
troops would be disposed throughout 
the city to prevent repetition of last 
night's disorders. 


General Dickson said that military 
rule had not been 
established and 
probably would not be. Mayor Moll- 
man of East St. Louis, the adjutant 
general said, asked for a declaration 
of military rule, and this fact gave 
rise to the statement that it actually 
had been proclaimed. 


Only one white man was killed in 
last night's rioting and he was shot by 
a negro sniper. 
Two negroes 
were 
hanged during the night by mobs and 
four killed by snipers. 
The work of 
searching the ruins for bodies began 
before daylight and it was reported 
that eight bodies had been taken to 
various undertaking 
establishments. 


Negroes Flee the City. 


Hundreds of negroes, many of them 
women carrying babies, crossed 
into

Hundreds of negroes are employed 
in the big mills at Granite City, and 
many of them live in East St. Louis. 
Some of the mills desiring to save 
their men from attack, would not al- 
low the negroes to leave for home at 
the usual hour. 


Early today the guardsmen, under 
command of Adjutant General Dick- 
son, rounded up more than 500 rioters 
and brought them to the city jail. 


The troops who were on duty dur- 
ing the most serious disturbances, be- 
ing under civil authority, 
were or- 
dered not to shoot. 
This resulted in 
a number of rifles being taken forci- 
bly from the soldiers. 


Why Troops Did Xot Fire. 


In explanation of the failure of the 
troops to fire on the mobs, General 
Dickson 
said that the purpose for 
which the troops had been sent had 
been gained without firin.^ a shot and 
wholesale bloodshed would have been 
the result of any firing on ihe i-art of 
the troops. 


Squada of soldiers sent out to bring 
In firearms found in possession of any 
whites or negroes, sefr.ed dozens of 
revolvers, rifles and shotguns. 
One 
youth foimd with a meat cleaver con- 
cealed under his coat, said he would 
have used it to kill a negro had an 
opportunity been offered. 


One of the results of the fires was 
to plunge parts of the city into dark- 
ness and surgeons at St. Mary's hos- 
pital and the emergency 
operating 
room, opened in the city hall, were 
forced to do their work while police- 
men held 
flashlights 
or candles over 
the tables. 


Attacked by White Women. 


In the Baltimore & Ohio railroad 
yards a negro woman leading a small 
child was attacked by white women 
who were following a mob. 
The negro 
woman seized the child in her arms 
and ran into a cottage 
which the 
white women bombarded with stones 
and shunks of coal. 
The woman es- 
caped v.'ithout serious injury. 


Col. O. S. Trip, of the Illinois guard, 
was the chief figure in a sensational 
rescue of an aged negro. 
The black, 
with a rope around his neck, was being 
dragged through a street by more than 
a hundred men. 
An automobile bear- 
ing Colonel Tripp and City Attorrey 
Fekete appeared as the mob was about 
to hang the negro to a pole. 
Colonel 
Tripp left his car and force T his way 
through the mob, which allowed him 
to take charge of the Ijia -k without 
n;oiestatlon. 


Later, the city attorney rescued a 
negro at which a mob wa- shootin,?. 
He placed the negro in his machine 
and after a ten minute parley with the 
nu.b, v/as allowed to aeparz. 


With the exception of i.solate-l en- 
counters betAveen wiiite.s an 1 negroes 
at widely separated points the riot- 
ing virtually ceased at t,-.Mlnislit.

fioor below their suite, v/herein Mrs. 
Hunter was awaiting her husband. 


Upon entering the elevator Mr. Hun- 
ter ca?!ed for the fourth floor. 
With 
hi-n in the cage was Mrs. J. B. Mooney. 
Mri?. Mooney got off at the thu'd floor, 
and Mr. Hunter, still unfamiliar w.th 
the hotel, thinking he had renched 
hi.s own landing, 
pushed 
bad: the 
doors, after they had been closed and 
was about to step out. as the colored 
conductor, not noticing what Mr. Hun- 
ter had done, started the car upward. 


Mr. Hunter was trapped between the 
doors and his skull was crushed by 
the impact with the ceiling. 
He was 
then thrown backwards from the cage 
to the hallway on the third floor, part 
of his body hanging over the edge of 
the pit. 


Immediately after seeing that his 
passenger had been entrapped between 
the double door-s of the cage, the oper- 
ator reversed the cun-ent and. as the 
elevator descended to the tlm^ floor, 
the floor of the cage struck tdjttody of 
Mr. Hunter.

The increase 
in our commerce with those countries since 
the war began, as compared with our com- 
merce in normal times, shows to what an im- 
mense extent American foodstuffs must have 
been going into Germany. The embargo will 
well-night put an end to the feeding of the 
German army on what is raised in America. 


The consequences will be in more than one 
way of advantage to America and her allies. 
There will be more food for them, which is 
important, and it will have some effect to 
sliorten the war. It also ought to exert some 
influence on prices in this country, though 
that will not be of so much moment after 
the food control law is in operation as it might 
else have become. 


EXEMPTION BOARDS IMPORTANT. 


It is emphasized 
in President 
Wilson's 
proclamation relating to the use of the con- 
scription law that much depends upon the ex- 
emption boards. 
Indeed, if the new law is 
to be made to work with success, more de- 
pends upon the administration of the exemp- 
tion phases of it than upon any other feature 
of the law.

The governor of Illinois ought 
to have a heart to heart talk with the com- 
iJiiander of the soldiers he sent to East St. 
iXiOuis to restore order. 


As to the riot itself and its consequences to 
|3ie colored people, the negroes in this in- 
ibtance have their own kind to blame for the 
)|war made upon them. Negro mobs were 
libroad and one crowd defied the police and 
^urdered an ofiicej-. That was a fine start for 
jlthe bloody work in a community where much 
#ess was needed to stir the white folks to a 
^'^Id pitch of fury against the black folks. 
ÎThe negroes who took part in the earlier 
stages of the riot were looking for trouble and 
they found no end of it. The affair is bloody 
enough and bad enough, but it is not likely to 
mark the close of the war of the races in East 
fcit. 'liouis imless the Ipcal authorities start out 
resolved to make an end of it. The bad blood 
is likely to leap to heat at any time^a con- 
tingency that the governor of Illinois ought to 
keep in mind.

A NEW CONSTITUTION 


Home Rule for Cities Will Correct Abuses 
and Make Municipal Government Responsive 


(Copyright 1917 by John A. lApp.) 


The people's work is performed 
through national, state and local gov- 
ernments. 
Each has its own separate 
tasks to perform and altogether the 
needs of our hundred millions of peo- 
ple are provided for. 
The most Im- 
portant of the local governments is 
the city which is organized to meet 
the special needs of large aggrega- 
tions of people living close together. 


Now «if we were to organize the 
government of this country without 
any other influence except common 
sense, we would provide that those 
things which concern the city should 
be looked after by the city, those mat-, 
ters which are broader than a city 
should be looked after by the state; 
and those matters which are broader 
than single states should be cared for 
by the nation. 


In practice, however, no such privi- 
lege of self-government is granted to 
the cities of this state. 
The cities 
may not do a single thing which has 
not been expressly authorized by the 
state legislature. 
No matter whether 
the thing to be done has no concern 
for anyone outside the city, the state 
legislature must first give its consent. 


The state makes the city merely its 
ward. 
It first lays down the form of 
government of each of the five classes 
into which the cities are 
divided. 
Every officer that may be appointed is 
specified; the salaries whicH are to be 
paid are fixed; and in great detail the 
duties of efl!lcers are laid down. 


Having given the form of govern- 
ment the legislature proceeds to fix 
the powers of the city. In one section 
of the code are specified 
fifty-two 
separate powers which the city council 
may exercise. 
To this are added the 
innumerable special acts granting this 
and that authority. 
Then there are 
specifications of the powers of the 
board of public works, the board of 
safety, the health department and the 
executive offices. At no point is the 
city free to do anything which it is 
not expressly authorized to do. 


This plan of government of cities is 
in marked contrast to the government 
of cities throughout the world. 
In 
every country in the civilized world 
except Turkey the cities are free to 
do anything for the benefit of their 
citizens which is not expressly pro- 
hibited. 
We allow our cities to do 
only what we tell them in advance 
they may do; other countries tell their 
cities that they may do anything which 
they are not forbidden in advance 
to do., 


As a result of our method with our 
cities there is no freedom to proceed 
with the commonest duty unless in 
the long list of powers granted it is 
found that the particular power has 
been granted. 
If it has not been 
granted, then the city proceeds to ask 
the legislature at the next session to 
grant the power. The legislature con- 
sisting of one hundred fifty men from 
all parts of the state sit in judgment 


on whether this city or that city shall 
have this or that petty power. 


In the session of 1917 the legislature 
authorized cities of the second class 
to have an additional clerk in the office 
of the controller. Another act author- 
ized Indianapolis to employ a purchas- 
ing agent and another authorized In- 
dianapolis to build a sewage system. 
These are powers 
which 
the 
cities 
ought to have without asking the leg- 
islature. 
They are matters of purely 
local concern. 
Yet, the time of the 
legislature was taken up with their 
consideration and the cities had to 
await the will of the legislature to do 
these obvious things. 


The dependence of the city on the 
state 
in 
such 
matters destroys the 
efficiency of the city but it does worse 
than that for the citizens. 
When the 
citizens see their hopeful efforts con- 
stantly thwarted by such petty re- 
strictions, they lose not only their effi- 
ciency but their public spirit. 


The necessity of going to the legis- 
lature constantly 
for 
power 
to 
do 
things brings a fiood of special requests. 
Each city wants something different 
and for fear other cities would oppose 
them, they try to ask it for themselves 
alone. 
But since a law may not be 
passed applying to a single city, the 
city asks for the act in general terms. 
Thus a city having a population of not 
more than 58,000 and not less than 
53,000 want a park system or a play- 
ground. There is only one city in the 
description but the wording is general. 
Another 
of 
a 
different 
population 
wants something else and so on until 
the legislature is swamped with these 
special bills in the disguise of general 
statutes. 
It is bad enough to have to 
ask authority for a thing which a city 
wants for itself, but when the whole 
legislative machinery is clogged by 
such requests, it is itme to call a halt. 


The remedy for the condition is 
home rule and home rule consists of 
two vital factors: 


1. Every city should have the right 
to decide on its own form of govern- 
ment and frame its own charter. The 
city should be free to have the fe leral 
form, 
the commission form or the 
commission manager form of govern- 
ment as it chooses and should be al- 
lowed to provide for such officers and 
assistants as it needs. 


2. Certain powers of cities should, 
be fixed in the constitution so 
that 
the legislature may not take 
then: 
away and in general terms the city 
should be granted the right to ao all 
things for the common benefit of the 
people which are not forbidden 


Among the specific things which 
place schackles 
upon 
the city today 
which should be removed is the pro- 
vision fixing the debt limit of the citier. 
at 2 per cent, of their valuation, thi.s 
low debt limitation prevents the city 
from going into debt for doing many 
things which the business 5>ense of the 
community would dictate. 
The limit 
is absolutely low and is still further 


reduced by the low valuation. If nroiJr 
erty is assessed at only 50 per cent, of 
Its value, then the debt limit is cut 1*' 
two and instead of a 2 per cent, debt 
limit we have a 1 per cent, limit. 
It 
is plain that no great amount of public 
utility service could be provided by the 
city when the debt limit is only 1 per 
cent. 
The best thought of the coun- 
try sanctions a limit 
much 
higher 
than 2 per cent, and even that high- 
er limit would not be allowed to staml 
against a favorable vote of the peopl* 
for a greater debt. 


Likewise in the case of taxation. 
Present laws fix the amount which a 
city may tax itself for each purpose. 
No matter what a city's needs may be, 
there stands the limitation. 
Tlio city 
Itself ought to be the judge of the 
amount it shi^uld raise and spend, 
although certain limits should not be 
passed without a favorable vote o? 
the people of the city. 


The absurdity of debt limitations 
has found its own correction but it 
has 
destroyed 
efficiency to do 
it. 
When it was found that 2 per cent 
was too low a debt limit for ajl prur- 
posets. the idea of a separate corpora- 
tion with a similar debt was born. 
So we have the school city and the 
civil city each with a 2 per cent limit. 
Now comes the further extension ot 
the same idea in the establishment of 
a third corporation in Indianapolis— 
theSanitary District, another ' 2 
per 
cent debt limit. 
In Indianapolis then, 
there is a debt limit of 6 per cent, 
but to get it the powers of the people 
had to be scattered into three separ- 
ate corporations. 
The limitations are 
likewise evaded by the establishment 
of special taxing districts. 


The answer to all of the jumble of 
city government is to set the city free 
to work out its own problems sub- 
ject only to such limitations as will 
prevent 
them 
from over-riding the 
just interests of the larger community 
—the state. 
Freedom of cities means 
greater efficiency in action for com- 
mon welfare, greater responsibility on 
the part of the citizens, and a govern- 
ment which is more directly respon- 
sible to the people.

"All military authorities agree that 
when these huge squadrons of internal 
combustion fighting machines—especi- 
ally the airplanes—reach the front, the 
doom of the central powers will be 
sealed."

ijThe mother's pension system as wo 
know it in the United States is now 
established in England. 
One district 
of over 700,000 population, the West 
Ham Union, one-tenth part of Lon- 
don, has adopted and put into opera- 
tion the pensioning of good mothers 
with 
dependent 
children 
by giving 
them a stated allowance of money 
each month on condition that these ^ 
mothers stay at home and give proper J 
care to their own children. 
j 


They found that compelling these 
mothers to leave their homes and go 
out to work ruined both the mothers 
and the children. 


There are now 1,400 mothers with 
nearly 5,000 children receiving this 
allowance. 


These are all mothers of dependent 
children who would be compelled to 
put their children in poor law Insti- 
tutions if they did not receive pension. 
They are not war widows, but women 
whose husbands are dead or deserted 
and were not soldiers. 


The pensioning of war widows Is an 
entirely different system. 


The aiithorities here have found 
that Juvenile crime is greatly reduced 
by this mother's pension system, juat 
as we have found this to be true in 
the United States.

Little Coal Town Has No 
Boys to See the Girls 
Home Nights.

ilurst, 111., June 28.—This is today 
the proudest town in America. 
It is 
entitled to this great prirle. 
For, so 
far as can 
be"^^ learned, no other place 
in the United States has given such a 
high proportion of its sons to serve in 
the war for world liberty under the 
Stars and Stripes. 


I came to see what manner of town 
it is that can 
make 
a 
sacrifice so 
great. 
I found it a typical American 
community of less than 1,000 popula- 
tion, here in the Illinois coal belt, just 
where the sweeping flat country gives 
way to abrupt little hillocks all wood- 
ed and green. 


There are in all the town not half a 
dozen two-story homes. 
Mostly the 
homes are neat little one-story cot- 
tages, with flourishing, well kept war 
gardens in the rear. 


It had been said that every man of 
military age had gone to Join the col- 
ors. I fipd the condition is almost 
that. 
Registration 
officials 
believe 
there are not more than 28 men now 
in Hurst who would be accepted as 
soldiers—and everyone agrees that be- 
fore selection is made all these will 
have enlisted voluntarily. 


So completely has the town been 
shaken by the departure of its youth 
for war that nearly all social activ- 
ities have been disrupted. 
The men's 
club 
has 
been 
forced to close—Its 
membership gone to war. 
The ath- 
letic club has broken up. 
The young 
men's club of Hurst's only church has 
quit. 
And there will be no base ball 
in Hurst this year. 


The band, too, has suffered a se- 
vere blow. 
In the parlor of the T. P. 
Russell home hangs a rlbbon-garland- 
ed clarinet. 
It will never be taken 
down till "Junior" comes back to take 
his place in the Hurst band. 
And if 
he doesn't come back—. 


Joseph Ganter, drummer, took the 
drum he loved and gave it into the 
hands of his old friend, W. R. Clark, 
agent for the nearby Iron Mountain 
railroad, for safe 
keeping until he 
comes back. 
And Clark regards the 
keeping of this drum as one of the 
missions of his life.

Always I found in the 
mothers a pride in their sons. 


There is not a regret In Hurst. There 
is the mother worry for sons away 
from the home hearth—but not one 
regret.

STRETCHING EASY, HELPFUL

For today's lesson on physical cul- 
ture I present the stretching exercise. 
It's very simple and beneficial. 


Difference in weight and height has 
everything to do with the size of the 
various parts of the form.

out in final detail, and will shortly be 
put into actual operation, will effect a 
complete change in the methods of re- 
ceiving, loading and forwarding leas 
than carload freight, of all descrip 
tions, upon all portions of the Perm 
sylvania railroad lines east of Pitts- 
burg. 


The new arrangements will consti- 


tute probably the most far-reaching 
improvement that has ever been at- 
tempted, on a large s.cale, in frei 
transportation practices. The presen 
custom of receiving less than carload 
freight indiscriminately, at all stations 
at any time of the day. for all desti 
nations, which has been followed sine 
the early days of railroading, will b 
abolished. 
In its place there will b 


substituted a carefully devised pla 
whereby the acceptance and loading o 
freight, in less than carload lota, will | 
be conducted according to a regularly ' 
stabllshed system, and such freight 
irill he automatically concentrated into 
ull loads at the point of shipment. 


The two most important features of 


he new plan for handling less than 
arload freight are: Tfce inauguration 
f 
shipping days—or substantially 


sailing dates"—on which cars will de- ] 
art from various points of origin to j 
peclfied destinations; freight will be 
accepted on tho proper shipping days, 
only, and the cars will "sail" as spec- 
fled. 


The designation of particular sta- 


.ions at which freight will be esajua- 
vely received for specified destina- 
tions; freight for such points will be 
accepted at the stations named only. 


Purposes of Plan. 


The purposes of ths new method are 


the elimination of the delay incident 
to the rehandling of freight under the 
present methods; the conservation of 
car supply by effecting better average 
loading; a reduction in the number of 
car and train movements required to 
transport a given volume of freight, 
and an improvement in the regularity 
of the freight service by systematizing 
and simplifying operation. 


Under the present method of hand- 


ling less than carload freight, a ship- 
per having a small consignment to 
transport from City "A" to City "B" 
can talte his goods to any freight sta- 
tion in City "A" at any time during the 
ordinary working hours. In the course 
of the day, or perhaps the next two or 
three days, the freight will be loaded 
into a car and run out to a transfer

Under the proposed plan, there will 


ie certain days on which less than car- 
oad freight for City "B" will be ac- 
cepted at one or more specified stations j 
n City "A," and such freight will he , 
accepted only on the days, and at the j 
particular station, or stations, named, j 
3n the days specified, a car for City ' 
'B" will leave the originating station 
or stations. The service will be daily, 
tri-week!y, semi-weekly or weekly ac- 
cording to the average volume of the 
traffic, and freight for City "B" will be 
taken only in such cars. Under this 
method there will be no subsequent 
transferring 
or re-handling of the 


freight, and the car will move straight 
through to City "B" without breaking 
bulk. 


Effects of the Plan. 


One important result which the plan 


is expected to bring about will be a 
reduction in loss and damage to freight,1 
owing to the greater promptness with 
which it will be loaded and dispatched. 
| 
The simplification of railroad opera- 


tion, as well as the elimination of re- 
handling of less than •carload freight 
at transfer stations, will also diminish 
the amount of freight going astray. 


The proposed plan is being worked 


out on scientific lines. A most careful 
and elaborate study has been made of 
the movement of less than carload 
freight to and from stations. 


A conservative estimate shows that 


the adoption-.of the proposed plan will 
result in the sax-ing of at least 1,000 
box cars per day in the handling of 
less than carload freight on the lines 1 
east of Pittsburg and Erie. 


Fort Wayne is a transfer station for 


freight moving over th<r line and some- 
thing like 125 men are constantly em- 
ployed in handling the business. 


Nickel Plate Makes Statement. 
The Nickel Plate has issued to its 


freight agents a circular bearing upon 
this question also. In it E. W. Mitch- 
ner. superintendent of transportation, 
makes the assertion that by loading 
and unloading cars promptly and by 
loading them to their maximum ton- 
nage or space capacity would be equiv- 
alent to adding 200.000 cars to the 
equipment of the country. Mr. Mitch- 
ner urges the company's agents to
